This r€!s|>pnds to your request for the comments of this 
Agency on S. I believe th^ objective sought is a laudable one. 

As I stated in my address to th^ Veterans of Foreign Wars in August 
1960, Awe need in this country more education on the history and 
policies of the Communist movement, particularly knowledge of 
the nature of the Communist threat to our civilization. I believe 
it is essential for our educational institutions throughout the 
country to eumg i haBiiifco ^ .tr aiimiiftg i in all o4-W*«‘ ramifications 
intrigu e and its historical background. 


There aire already several departments and agencies in 
the Federal Government which are devoting a "VCTi' a - tiiiwit afeof time 
and effort to the subjects with which the Freedom Commission 
would be concerned. These include the Central Intelligence Agency, 
which as you undoubtedly know devotes a considerable amount of 
effort to the study of Communism. This organization also has a 
School of International Communism-wfeiehN*^ believe/?oTr^e"6T"*““ 
the finest in the world.

In regard to the Freedom Academy, there are these factors 
to be considered: j

(1) Many universities and |>ther institutions (such as the 

CouncU on Foreign Fc'^tions, Foreign Policy Association, 
Brookings, etc.) are |.lready devoting some attention 

■ki . iseSdt' 
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to the study of the Communist menace and the education 
of their student body or membership. In these universities 
and institutions we find most of the real experts, outside 
of those in government, who are competent to deal with 
this matter. 


(2) A study of international communism and related Soviet 
problems would perhaps need to be supplemented with 
general studies of world problems in order to provide a 
more rounded program and to better attract the type of 
individual who would be effective in such work. 



(3) The Academy would be an overt institution and its 

personnel and student body would almost inevitably become 
well known. This is a factor that would be quite important 
in the selection of the students and in the determination of 
j, activities in the anti -Communist field. j 

I appreciate the opportunity you have given me to comment /in 
the Freedom Commission Act and hope that the above remarks will 
be helpful. I jwonM likp m rp.p^at that T-_ 
the 

ea^&E;y-waiy. Perhaps it would be useful to your Committee, or to those 
who are sponsoring the Freedom Commission, to have an opportunity 
to see what this Agency is doing in its efforts to traih its personnel 
and those working with us in the field of anti -Communist activities.
